anizm, aud the sufferings inflioted upon Fenian
agents and leaders, prove that the British
Government hng not msterially changed its
tactice when resistance to its authority isin
question.

Supposing, then, that Frank DBlair meana
what Le says when le asserts that the Rapub-
licun policy has created a new Ireland in the
South, what might we expeot to fiud in that
gection of the Union? In the first place, every
captured leader of tha Rebellion ex«cuted as
an example. Next, the barishment of thou-
gands of their more congpicnous adherents.
Next, the forfeiture of all their landed estates
and their subdivigion amoog the fregdmen,
INext, the erection of a strong military govern-
ment, with officers instrneted to puusish sum-
marily all who sttempted to produce disafeo-
tion or indicate resistance, Such wonld bsa
partial reprodnction of the British polioy
toward Ireland, which Blair tells us huas been
adopted aud applied by Congresa.

But mark the diffurence ! Not a single
Sonthern Rubel has been hanged or banished,
On the contrary, they go alont unmolasted,
travel to the North to construoet Demooratio
platforms and mominate Demoocratic candi-
dates, abuge aud defy the Goverument which
has treated them magnanimounsly, and acto-
ally boast of their determination to trample
upon ils laws and overthrow its work. Nor
has there bLeen any confiscation of Rebels’
plantalions, or any continued interference
with the political privileges of those who
wonld have destroyed the Uniom if they
counld. They cultivats thair farms and pursus
their avocations uanmoelested. DBeyvond the ex-
clusion of a very limiled class from Federal
oftice, the whole people of the Sonth share

the rights and beneflts of frae gnicnm?un
Tuey uave avpiointd control o their loca

aflairs, and participate freely iu natiensl gov-
erument.

For the *‘prozeription and persecation”
which CGieneral Blair declarss distinguish the
Reconstruction policy, wa look in vain any-
where. In the seven Biates which have basn
restored to the Union uuder the law, not one
citizen is disfranchised by the General Govern-
ment. No disability of any kind, in connec-
tion with the suffrage, is attendant npon recon-
struction. With the trifling exception wa hava
vamed, no penslty whatever ig intlicted by
recopstruction upon any claszs; Hebel and
loyalist are equel in the eye of the law—in
their freedom and opportunities. Thay thare
Federal representation and the management of
their State’s concerns, Reconstraction, there-
fore, givea the Southern peopls the fallest
liberty. No oppression taints any part of it,
If the Rebels are not content, it is not becanze
they are proscribed or persecuted, but be-
cause the law which restores them to the
freedom of the Union provides guarantees
againgt the infliction of injustice upon the
freedmen,

General Blair and his party violate truth
when they represent the South as the victim
of Federal tyranny. Sorrows it may have, the
peualty of its own guilt; but it aanffers no
wrong from Congress, and should rather be
gratelul than rebellious,
